Judge Carpenter’s Instructio n« . 
A s Attorney Butler sat down, ev ery 
one in the courtroom shifted In his 
o r 
her seat for a moment apd then bent 
forward to listen to Judge Carpenter’s 
charge. 
Aftq/ thank ing the jurors and con­ 
gratulating them on having had the op­ 
portunity to perform a great 
public 
service, Judge Carpenter said: 
“You must realize, and 1 so Instruct 
you, that yours alone 1 h the right, pow­ 
er and duty to determine from the evi­ 
dence what are the real facts In this 
case. 
Mine Is the duty to advise you 
of the law as applied to these facts. 
“I wish you to understand this clear­ 
ly and, no matter what I may say In 
these instructions of the facts or the 
witnesses, no word of mine is permit­ 
ted to Influence you In any way so far 
as the determination of any material 
fact is concerned. 
“The guilt of the defendants, if they 
are guilty, can be established only by 
evidence admitted at the trial, and 
then only If such evidence satisfies 
you beyond reasonable doubt 
of the 
charges in the Indictment or in so me 
of the counts thereof, 
Must Be Convinced Bey o nd Do ubt. 
“Every defendant in this case, 
by 
the law, is presumed to be innocent of 
each and every charge of the indict-* 
ment, and each one of the defendant* 
Is entitled to that presumption of in­ 
nocence at your hands until the gov­ 
ernment, by evidence, has convinced 
you beyond reasonable doubt to the 
contrary. 
"A reasonable doubt in law means 
a substantial and well-founded doubt, 
and not the mere possibility of a doubt 
—not sympathy, superstition or preju­ 
dice. 
“The 
law 
demands 
a 
conviction 
wherever there is sufficient legal evi­ 
dence to show the defendant’s 
guilt 
beyond a reasonable doubt, and cir­ 
cumstantial evidence is legal evidence. 
“You are the sole judges of the cred­ 
ibility of the witnesses.. You may tak e 
Into consideration their interest, 
if 
any, in the o utcome of the trial; their 
relation, If any, to tho parties; their 
demeanor while testifying; their frank ­ 
ness or candor while on the witness 
stand, or the contrary, as the case may 
be ” 
After defining the powers and lim­ 
itations of the Sherman law, unde* 
which the indictments were brought. 
Judge Carpenter concluded in part 
aa 
follows: 
“I charge you particularly that th* 
defendants are not to be convicted 
merely upon suspicion; they are not 
to by convicted merely because you 
think such a conviction might be pop­ 
ular. 
Judge Carpenter’s charge consumed 
forty minutes. The trial has consumed 
three months. 
The fight against al­ 
leged illegal combinations in restraint 
of trade has lasted for
